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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claim1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kajihara et 
al. (US 5,378,656). 

Kajihara (Fig 21, 22, 25) discloses an assembly method for a semiconductor 
device assembly using a wire bonding device having an upper clamp member and a 
lower clamp member said method comprising: forming a strip of lead frames (Col. 5, 
Lines 61-65), said strip having opposed rails (8), having dam bars (7) between said 
opposed rails, having at least two inner leads (4), having at least two outer leads (not 
labeled; via lead on other side of dam bar, 7), having a die mount paddle (3) and having 
at least one integral clamping tab (23), said at least one integral clamping tab extending 
outwardly for contact by a tape constricting two or more parts (via stops fluctuation) 
therefore is a clamp member (6); attaching a semiconductor device to said die mount 
paddle (Col. 9, Lines 40-41), said semiconductor device (2) having a plurality of bond 
pads (not labeled); aligning said strip of lead frames on a heat stage (24; via package 
cut after wire bond; Col. 1 1 , Ltnes59-60) that presses two or more parts together and 
therefore is a lower clamp member of said wire bonding device having said upper clamp 
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member overlying portions of said at least two inner leads and portions of said at least 
one integral clamping tab; and attaching at least two bond wires to said plurality of bond 
pads of said semiconductor device and said portions of said at least two inner leads (via 
wires connected to pads; Col. 9, Lines 40-43); and forming said die mount paddle 
having an upper surface thereof at a level below an upper level of 
said at least two inner leads (Fig 30); and deforming (via suspension leads are bent; Fig 
22) said at least one integral clamping tab to clamp portions thereof and inherently 
removing said strip of lead frames and said semiconductor device from said lower 
clamp member (Fig 30); and encapsulating ("sealing"; Col. 1 1 , Line 57) a portion of said 
strip of lead frames, said semiconductor device, and said at least two bond wires 
extending between said strip of lead frames and said semiconductor device in a 
material (Fig 30).
